LINDELL-UNION CROSSING 


City and Wabash Come to Terms — Tracks to 
Be Depressed — Other Intersections 
West to Delmar Also to Go. 


An agreement between the Wa- 
bash Railway and the cily was 
reached today for elimination of 
the double grade crossing at Union 
boulevard and Lindell drive, start- 
ing probably this year, to be fol- 
lowed by elimination of the grade 
crossings at De Baliviere avenue, 
Waterinan boulevard and Hamilton 
avenue. 

This will leave only five grade 
crossings of the Wabash between 
Spring and ‘“cuylor avenues and, at 
the western city limits. the grade 
crossings at Olive Street road and 
Maple avenue. 

Nat S. Brown, vice president and 
general counsel of the railroad, 
nade the agreement at an execu- 
tive meeting at the Mayor's office 
with Mayor Miller, President Kin- 
sey of the Board of Public Service 
and L. R. Bowen, chief bridge en- 
g.neer for the city. 

The Wabash is to depress its 
double tracks from the point 
where they enter Forest Park be- 
neath Kingshighway through the 
park and to a point 2000 feet west 
of Union boulevard. Grand Drive 
will be shifted northward in the 
park and will cross over instead 
ot under the tracks. Trains will 
operate in a screened cut, 

Kinsey, who will start immediate 
Preparation of an ordinance au- 
thorizing the Board of Public Serv- 
ice to contract for the project, be- 
lieves work can be started by au- 
fumm and finished a year later. 


The cily is anxious to have it done 
simultaneously with construction of 
the River des Peres sewer, which 
ulso will block the Union entrance 
to the park. ‘ 

A viaduct of slight elevation to 

carry both Union and Lindell over 
the depressed tracks is proposed. 
Cost of this whole project is esti- 
miated at $480,000. The city want- 
ed the Wabash to pay $320,000 of 
this, but the division of cost has 
not been agreed upon, brown feel- 
ing that the railroad ought not 
bear so large a proportion because 
enibellishment due to the park and 
not required by the railroad is in- 
volved, It was agreed, he@wever, 
that if the city and the railroad 
cannot reach a decision on the 
shares of cost the question will be 
submitted to the Public Service 
Conmimission for arbitration, 
_ The proposed ordinance will ap- 
propriate $480,000 from the bond 
issue grade crossing item, with a 
proviso for rcimbursement in part 
by the Wabash. 

While the Wabash agreed to the 
plan for depressing its tracks and 
constructing viaducts at De Beli- 
viere, Waterman and Hamilton, it 
desired to undertake the work by 
sections, to reduce the financial 
burden. A clearance of 18 feet 
Will be provided at the viaducets, 
this figure having been determined 
by the Delmar boulevard viaduct, 
which was finished last year aft- 
er a 16-year controversy.

MAN KILLS SELF BY LEAPING

Soldiers Find Body on Rocks at 
Base, After Jump of at Least 
300 Feet.

A fire and explosion at the 
Flagg home at 1 a. m. yesterday 
was extinguished by firemen with 
$3000 toss. Nine hours tater a 
neighbor discovered Roberts’ body 
50 feet in the rear of the llagg 
house, firemen having overlooked 
it. 

Death had been-caused by a 
hemorrhage after the jugular vein 
had been pierced by a_ piece of 
double-strength 
and a half inches long and halt an 
inch thick. A smaller piece’ of 
glass had made a wound in. the 
abodomen. There were burns on 
the forehead, arms, hand, ane 
legs. The clothing was alin st 
burned from the body.

He was 63 
years old. 

Death came at 5 o'clock this 


|morning, after an illness of sev- 
eral months, which had forced his 


retirement from the managership | 


of thé Montreal club of the Inter- 
national League. 

Funeral services probably will 
be held at the home near here, 
with interment at Macon, Ga. 


George T. Stallings was called 
the “Miracle Man” of baseball be- 
cause of his*leadership of one of 


clubs of major league history, the 
Boston Braves of 1914. 

The team was remarkable be- 
cause of Stallings and was made 
so by the unique system he em- 
ployed in directing its play during 
the last half of that season—a sys- 
tem that carried the Braves from 
the cellar up through the National 
League to win its pennant and 
then on to a four-straight victory 
over the Athletics in the world’s 
series, 

Always a colorful figure of base- 
ball, Stallings never had been iiv- 
en the credit due him until his 
supreme achievement with the Bos- 
ton Braves. He was a smart base- 
ball man, both as a player and 
manager, but in the opportunities 
that came to him he encountered

First Managed Phillies. 


His first managerial job in the 
major leagues was with the Phil- 
adelphia Nationals. A perennial 
second division club, its owners did 
not pcessess the wealth to enahie 
Stallings to build up the team as 
he wished and he went the way 
of several other managers who 
failed to produce a winner out of 
nothing. 

In 1909 Stallings became man- 
ager of the New York Yankees 
after a season in which the club. 
under Clark Griffith and Norman 
(Kid) Elberfeld, finished last. 
That year the Yankees finished at 
the head of the second division. 
By 1910 he had so rehabilitated 
the former breken down baseball 
machine that the Yankees were 
on the heels of Connie Mack’s 
great Athletics and ended the sea- 
son as a runner-up to the Mack- 
men. 

Baseball experts agreed that the 
Athletics were the best team in 
both major leagues, but again Stal]- 
ings was handicapped by an ob- 
stacle that ability and leadership 
eould not overcome—internal dis- 
sension. It was said that Hal 
Chase, who later was dropped 
from organized baseball as an in- 
eligible, instigated the movement 
against Stallings in an attempt to 
satisfy his own ambitions to be- 
come manager. The situation be- 
came unbearable to the Georgian 
who tossed over the managerial 
reins in disgust as midseason ap- 
proached. 

Stallings Signs Evers. 

An opportunity with real back- 
ing came to Stallings when he as- 
sumed the management of the 
Boston Braves in 1913. During the 
winter preceding that season the 
club had been purchased by James 
E. Gaffney, a wealthy New York 
contractor. He gave Stallings ful! 


sewing in running the club with 
the result that he duplicated his 


al 
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feat with the Yankees. Boston 


‘had finished last for four seasons, 
_but climbed to fifth in Stallings’ 


first year. 


That season Johnny Evers man- 
aged the Chicago Cubs and when 
he and-Owner Charles W: Mur- 
phy severed diplomatic relations 
at the close of the campaign, Stall- 
ings induced Gaffney to take over 
the Trojan’s contract. Evers, it was 
thought, would round out the 
Braves, but for the first half of 
the 1914 campaign the club floun- 
dered about the second division, its 
natural place, the experts said. By 
July, the Braves were back at their 
oli station, last place. 


Then they started a spurt. It 
continued into a 10 weeks’ base- 
ball marathon, during which the 
Braves passed all other entries, 
shattered the hopes of the Giants 
for four straight pennants and 
closed the season in front with a 
margin of 10 games. The Braves’ 
four straight victories over the 
Athletics in the world’s series 
marked the first time the series 
had been won in that number of 
games. 

Used 3-Man Staff. 

The Stallings system, by which 
the Boston Braves won the world’s 
championship in 1914, proved one 
theory of modern baseball and dis- 
proved another. The former was 
that righthand battets are more 
successful against lefthand pitchers 
and vice versa. The theory dis- 
proved was that it was necessary 
to have a large pitching staff to 
win a pennant. 

In order to carry out the idea of 
batting, Stallings carried two com- 
plete outfields, using the trio that 
batter righthand when southpaw 
Pitchers opposed the Braves, and 
the lefthanded hitting outfielders 
against righthand pitchers. 


Manager Stallings’ theory _ that 
pitchers could take their turn in 
the box after two days’ rest was 
borne out when he used Dick Ru- 
dolph and Bill James, righthand. 
ers, and Lefty Tyler, southpaw. in 
regular turn during the last half 
of the National League season and 
through the world’s series. 


| Remaining with the Braves un- 
til 1920, Stallings announced his 
retirement from baseball. Later, 
however, he and Walter Hapgood 
purchased the Rochester club of 
the International! League, which 
Stallings managed until after the 
1927 season. He again announced 
his retirement, only to return when 
an opportunity presented itself to 
get control of the Montreal club, 
He retained at the head of the 
club until the middle of the i928 
Season, when iliness forced his fe- 
tirement and he was removed to a 
hospital at Macon. Ga. 

In addition to taseball, which 
had been his principal activity so 
many years, Stallings maintained a 
large plantation near Haddock, 
Ga,., which he had owned upwards 
of 30 years. He operated it main- 
ly as a@ stock farm ahd proved his 


business ability by making ’a suc- 
cess of it. 


During his long connection with 
baseball, Stallings was credited 
with the development of many 
Players who became stars in the 
major leagues, 

Manager Stallings was a product 
of a Georgia farm, Where he was 
born im 1866. He learned the rudi- 
ments of the game at Richmond 
Academy, Augusta Ga. and from 
the academy team went to his first 
professional baseball job with the 
Oakland Club of the Pacific Coast 
League as catcher. Later he be. 
came a player and manager in the 
old Eastern League, predeceasor of 
the International League. IA the 
tatter he had been owner-manager 


of two clubs, Rochester and Mon- 
treai.

The Real “Darby” 


Hi Kentucky Derby is en- 

grossing attention this week. 
The nationa’s interest really is 
focused on this event, which is 
not a Derby except in borrewed 
name, f-r its conditions de not 
conform to those of the real Ep- 
som Derby, the British classic. 

The English event is also near- 
in; post-time. It wil be held 
on June 5 at Epsom Downs and 
is over a mile and one-half of 
ground, the course being irregu- 
iar and featured by sharp and 
dangerous turns.

‘OUTLINES PROPOSED CHANGES 


Speaker of Island's House Says 
Commission Sent to U. s. Should 
Work for Amendments. 

By the Assuctated press. 

SAN JUAN, Porto Rico, May 13. 
—Jose Tous Soto, Speaker of the 
Porto Rican House of represen- 
tatives, has outlined a list of pro- 
posed amendinents to the island’s 
Constitution for which he thinks 
the economic mission arriving in 
New York today should work. 
Soto expects to reach New York 
in a week, 

The Governor of the island, the 
Speaker said, should be able to 
speak both Spanish and English 
and should be either a native Porto 
Rican or an American citizen res- 
ident in the island for 20 years. 

Soto declared also that. if Con- 
gress or the President does not 
provide before 1932 for an elective 
Governor the island should have 
the right to -elect its own chief 
executive, if the 1930 census shows 
no greater than 25 per cent il- 
literacy. 

The Speaker said both 
Senator Antonio Barcelo, leader 
of the dominant political party, 
would work for continuance of 
Gov. Towner en the island, and 
he said. he believed Senator San- 
tiago Iglesias felt similarly. 

There have been many replies 
to White LTiouse queries as to how 
the island would receive the nom- 
ination of Col. Theodore Roose- 
velt as Governor. Those approv- 
ing him include sugar, banking. 
fruit growing. agricultural and 
other organizations.

The worst thing which could 
happen in the economic field 
would be a persistent falling of the 
commodity price level.

U. 9. ISSUES LOWER: 


Government Bonds Maintain 
Same Level for Week 
but Weaken. 


NEW YORK, May 13.—Bond 
prices showed a general tendency 
to sag last week on the New York 
Stock Exchange. The weakness 
was slight but generally each 
group registering a decline except 
United States 


Government issues 


which maintained the same leve! 


for the week. Even these were 
weaker toward the end of last 
week than at the end of the pre- 
ceding week. 

The bond market presents a 
serious problem to the _ investor. 
Despite the low quotations and the 
consequent higher yields, bonds 
have thus far been unable to at- 
tract sufficient buying support to 
hold the slightly better prices 
which prevailed during the fourth 
week in April. At the end of last 
week the price level had sagged 
nearly half way back to the low 
point touched at the end of March. 

The high interest rates, especial- 
ly call loan rates, with the con- 
tinued stubborness of stocks to 
yield much ground evidently weak- 
ens the attractiveness of bond 
prices. Last week’s volume of bond 
trading was, however, somewhat 
larger. The average daily value 
of bonds changing hands was 15 
per cent more than during the 
week before. 

If continuation of tight money 
conditions results in a substantial 
increase in the purchasing power 
of the dollar—that is, in a gener- 
ally lower commodity price level 
and the slowing up of business ac- 
tivity which would inevitably ac- 
company it—a marked improve- 
ment in bond prices could logical- 
ly appear.
